Each year the number of thefts increases sharply 
during vacation months when many home owners are 
away, according to the All Canada Insurance 
Federation. 

Officials of the Federation, which represents* 
more than 250 fire, automobile and casualty insurance 
companies, offer the following precautions as a guard 
against home burglaries this summer. 

(1) Cancel all milk and newspaper deliveries; old 
newspapers on the doorstep are a certain indication 
of an empty house. 

(2) Arrange to have the lawn mowed periodi¬ 
cally. 

(3) Always inform your local police station that 
you will be away so that police can check your home 
periodically. 

(4) Ask a friend or neighbor to visit the house 
occasionally to see that all is in order. 

(5) Valuable jewelry and silverware should be 
left with a bank for safekeeping. 

(6) Do not leave lights burning, during daylight 
hours they indicate an empty house. 

(7) Report any evidence of theft or break-in 
promptly; even if nothing is taken, the information 
is of value to the police.
